Gazette Attacks 
Highway Commission 
Setup; Star Replies 


In its lead editorial Sunday, 


March 26, the Arkansas Gazette 
attacked the Mack-Blackwell 
amendment—a 
celebrated 


reform measure which created 
the constitutionally independent 
State Highway Commission that 
we have today. 


What the Gazette has against 


an independent commission is 
spelled out plainly: 


"What 
we 
have 
in 


Arkansas, in road building, 
is not a central state high- 
way system but rather a 
combine of petty baronies in 
which each of the ruling 
commissioners takes 'his' 
fifth 
of 
the construction 


money and spends it just 
about as he pleases. . . 


"Inevitably, it is the 


heavily populated areas— 
especially 
Pulaski 
and 


Jefferson 
counties—that 


come up with the short end 
in the dispositions of the 
slaphappy satrapies of 
Arkansas road-building. 
Pulaski and Jefferson are in 
separate districts (6 and 2, 
respectively) but share the 
same commissioner. The 
two districts have about a 
third 
of 
the 
state's 


population and generate 
about a third of the gas tax 
revenues. . . 


"What can be done about 


the problem? Well, a con- 
stitutional amendment is 
the only definitive solution, 
but this is difficult, ad- 
mittedly." 
The only point on which the 


Gazette is correct is the last 
one—a constitutional repealer 
for the Mack-Blackwell amend- 
ment would be snowed under in a 
state-wide election. And for good 
reason. 


Prior to the reform amend- 


ment Arkansas road building 
was at the mercy of the governor 
and the legislature, subject to 
political promises in the cam- 
paign and to legislative horse- 
trading in the years between. 


The 
people 
set 
up 
an 


autonomous Highway Com- 
mission specifically to put road 
building out of the reach of the 
politicians, 
and, in 
all 


probability, to do the very job of 
which the Gazette now com- 
plains—to prevent the big cen- 
ters of population from grabbing 
the lion's share of road funds. 


The Gazette speaks for Little 


Rock—but the Mack-Blackwell 
amendment speaks for all the 
people of Arkansas. 


There has been enough ill will 


stirred up by Little Rock's never- 
ending grab for state funds to 
guarantee she will never succeed 
in recapturing the state's road 
money. 


What's wrong with the Mack- 


Blackwell amendment and its 
principle of spreading road 
money state wide? Don't Little 
Rock people have to travel 
throughout the state? Don't they 
need good roads in distant 
corners of Arkansas as much or 
more than they need paved 
streets in their city?

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Bitter Debate on 
Higher Education 


WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


a bitter debate, Senate-House 
conferees 
on 
the 
$23-billion 


higher-education 
bill 
have 


agreed on a student-assistance 
package from the Senate ver- 
sion, committee sources say. 


Announcement of the decision 


has not been made and it could 
be reversed later, but sources 
said Tuesday the provision was 
accepted by House conferees on 
an 11-9 vote. 


The plan, sponsored by Sen. 


Claiborne Pell, D-R.L, head of 
the 
Senate 
delegation 
and 


chairman of the education sub- 
committee, is designed to give 
more equitable financial aid to 
the nation's B million college 
students. 


The plan, however, is op- 


posed by Rep. Edith Green, D- 
Ore., chief sponsor of the House 
bill. She favors continuance of 
present student-aid programs. 


On the crucial vote, three 


Democrats joined with eight 


Republicans to agree to the 
Senate proposal. Nine Demo- 
crats opposed it. The adminis- 
tration backs Pell's plan. 


The Pell plan would make ev- 


ery college student available 
for a maximum annual federal 
payment of $1,400 minus the 
amount that his family could 
reasonably be expected to con- 
tribute. 


Middle-class families which 


tend 
to be overlooked in 


present 
aid 
programs 
thus 


would benefit, sponsors of the 
bill emphasize. 


The Pell proposal also would 


reauthorize present student-aid 
programs to be used as supple- 
ments to the new basic grants. 


These include grants for stu- 


dents from low-income fami- 
lies, work-study payments, Na- 
tional Defense Education Act 
low-interest loans, and govern- 
ment-guaranteed loans obtained 
from private lenders.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


Treasury Secretary John B. 
Connally called executives of 12 
large food chains to a "quiet 
Texas chat" today over rising 
meat prices. 


The closed-door session rep- 


resents another move by the 
Nixon administration to try to 
stem the tide of recent sharp 
increases in food prices. 


As Connally prepared for the 


meeting, the Cost of Living 
Council announced it is moving 
on four fronts to try to slow 
food prices, an area drawing 
more heat than any other part 
of President Nixon's price-con- 
trol program. 


The council said, for 
in- 


stance, that the Internal Reve- 
nue Service will begin imme- 
diately "intensive compliance 
surveys" on several large 
meat-packing organizations "to 
determine whether price viola- 


tions are occurring in the total 
meat delivery chain from on- 
the-roof to retail." 


One 
administration 
source 


said several "prosecutions can 
be expected." 


Last week, President Nixon 


announced 
the 
government 


would be investigating the mid- 
dleman to determine if he is 
profiting from food pricing sys- 
tems. 


The 
council 
said 
several 


wholesalers are currently under 
investigation to assure com- 
pliance with price regulations. 
And it was learned that 17 
manufacturing firms with an- 
nual sales of at least $100 mil- 
lion each are under scrutiny. 


A number of major 
food 


chains are undergoing what the 
council calls "substantive com- 
pliance surveys" to get new in- 
formation 
on 
meat-pricing 


practices. 


In addition, the co'.incil said, 


it will look closely at quarterly 
reports of major food chains 
"to isolate instances of ex- 
cessive profits which may be 
attributable to illegal mark- 
ups." 


The council said IRS, which 


polices the controls, will be 
asked to investigate all possible 
violations.

Berlin Wall Opened

BERLIN (AP) - The Berlin 


wall opened to tens of thou- 
sands of West Berliners today. 
It was the first time in six 
years they received Communist 
permission to visit East Berlin 
and the first time in 20 they 
were allowed into the East Ger- 
man countryside. 


East German borders guards 


lifted the barriers at nine cross- 
ing points at one minute before 
6 a.m. and Westerners moved 
rapidly through the 
fortified 


strip. At one gate people liter- 
ally ran past the guards. 


There 
were 
smiles 
and 


hugs -but few tears—at the re- 
unions of families and friends. 


••We are too glad to cry," 


said one West Berliner. 


An elderly woman, the first 


to arrive at another crossing 
point, said she was going to see 
her children 


"They are waiting for me on 


the other side," she said. "I 
plan to stay for the entire three 
days I can." 


Many people carried gifts of 


oranges, apples, chocolate and 
coffee, despite an East German 
restriction limiting each visitor 
to bringing in $7 worth of 
goods. 


West Berlin authorities publi- 


cly asked the East Germans to 
go easy on the restriction, and 
very few people appeared to 
have 
difficulty 
getting their 


gifts through the border. 


West 
Berlin 
Mayor 
Klaus 


Schuetz, on a dawn patrol of 
wall crossing points, declared, 
"This is the first hour of an im- 
portant event. What before only 
was written on paper now is 
being 
practiced. This 
shows 


that easing of tensions is not 
only theory." 


This was a reference to the 


implementation 
of 
the 
four 


power Berlin accord and sub- 
sequent 
East-West 
German 


agreements 
that the 
Easter 


pass period represents. It ends 
April 5 and is matched by a 
similar period of eased controls 
on the land routes to Berlin, 110 
miles inside East German terri- 
tory. 


Full implementation of these 


agreements, signed last year, is 
awaiting a Russian go ahead. 
Moscow is awaiting the West 
German vote on ratification of

treaties with it and Warsaw. 
The treaties recognize German 
territorial losses in World War 
II. 


Before the end of the pass pe- 


riod more than half a million 
West Berliners are expected to 
go east. The passes are good 
only for up to three days, how- 
ever, and most people are sav- 
ing their visits to include Eas- 
ter Sunday. Some 300,000 appli- 
cations for visits have been 
made—some for whole families.

standards of objectivity. 


The rejection was not in a 


court order but was contained 
in a letter from Eisele to Rich- 
ard S. Arnold of Texarkana, at- 
torney for a group of con- 
servationists who are opposed 
to construction of the dam on 
the Cossatot River in southwest 
Arkansas. 


Arnold responded 
to the 


judge Tuesday with a letter 
asking Eisele to reconsider his 
position. 


In his letter, Eisele said Con- 


gress, in passing the National 
Environmental Proection Act, 
had required that 
"objective" 


environmental 
impact 
state- 


ments be made before the com- 
pletion of any large 
public 


works project, but that it left 
the preparation of the state- 
ments to the agencies that 
would build the projects. 


No one should expect a dam- 


building agency to be anything 
but pro-dam, Eisele said, be- 
cause then nothing would get 
built. 


"It is clear that Congress 


was not looking for the type of 
objectivity 
and 
impartiality 


that one would expect from ju- 
dicial, quasi-judicial or even-in- 
dependent administrative tri- 
bunals," Eisele said. 


Eisele said that in order to 


prepare an "objective" envi- 
ronmental impact 
statement, 


the engineers must make a 
"good-faith effort 
to comply 


with the provisions of NEPA." 
Such an effort, he said, would 
have to include the environ- 
mental impact of the proposed 
project, and adverse 
effects 


that could possibly be avoided, 
any irreversible commitment of 
resources that would be neces- 
sitated by the project and any 
alternatives 
to the proposed 


project. 


The statement filed Jan. 13 


by the engineers contains mate- 
rial on each of those points, but 
the environmentalists contend 
it is faulty and—or biai»od in fa- 
vor of the project. 


Arnold objected to the state- 


ment shortly after it was filed, 
saying it did not meet the 
standards set by the NEPA. 


It was to that brief that Eis- 


ele directed his March 22 letter, 
in which he said that his views 
on the subject were "tentative, 
but rather firm." 


Arnold's reply to the letter, 


dated Monday, asked Eisele to 
reconsider his position, saying 
that "plaintiffs are of the opin- 
ion that the court's tentative 
views with respect to this issue 
are not in accordance with the 
statute."

Rules Ford Spark 
Plug a Violation

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ford 


violated antitrust law when it 
entered the spark plug business 
and took over the "Autolite" 
name, the Supreme Court con- 
cluded 7 to 0. 


The ruling on the 1961 acqui- 


sition requires the motor com- 
pany to sell off the spark plug 
factory in Fostoria, Ohio, and 
not to manufacture spark plugs 
for 10 years. 


The acquisition 
aggravated 


an already oligopolistic, or lim- 
ited, market, Justice William 
0. Douglas said for the court, 
but with new merchandisers ex- 
pected to grow substantially in 
the next decade the separation 
of Ford from Autolite should in- 
crease the competition. 


At the time of the acquisition, 


Ford did not make spark plugs 
or batteries and was the largest 
purchaser from independents. 
General Motors already had its 
•

n 
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At that time, Autolite had 15 


per cent of the spark plug mar- 
ket, GM had about 30 per cent, 
and Champion had 50 per cent. 
A number of smaller producers 
shared the remaining market. 


Douglas took note of the ar- 


gument that Ford's acquisition 
of 
Autolite increased com- 


petition against Champion and 
General Motors. But, he said, 
"a merger is not saved from 
illegality ... because, on some 
ultimate reckoning of social or 
economic debits and credits, it 
may be deemed beneficial." He 
said the deal set up virtually 
insurmountable barriers to the 
entry of new companies in the 
market. 


The decision agrees with the 


finding of chief U.S. District 
Judge Ralph M. Freeman of 
Detroit. 
Much of 
the con- 


troversy in the case has been 
over a divestiture. 


Here, 
there 
was dis- 


agreement on the high court 
with Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger and Justice Harry A. 
Blackmun opposed to some of 
the steps taken by the major- 
ity. 


Burger said this restriction 


on Ford has a "draconian qual- 
ity" and that there should be 
further, proceedings, in the .dis- 
trict court first. Blackmun said 
the restrictions were 
"con- 


fiscatory and punitive." He 
said to keep Ford from using 
its own name on spark plugs 
"is to deny it a property right 
that has little to do with this 
litigation."

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — A 


state Republican official says 
the party might offer candi- 
dates for Congress in all four 
districts this year as well as 
contenders for the U.S. Senate 
and several of the state con- 
stitutional offices. 


But Neal Sox Johnson, execu- 


tive secretary of the state GOP, 
said Tuesday this was a re- 
building year for Republicans, 
coming off widespread losses in 
the 1970 elections, and that they 
did not want to set unattainable 
goals beyond their resources and 
manpower. 


"We're going to put our tal- 


ent and our money where we 
feel we've got good, realistic 
chances of electing candidates," 
Johnson said. 


With the filing deadline not 


far away—the ticket closes at 
noon next Tuesday—the only 
Republican to file for Congress 
is Rep. John Paul Ham- 
merschmidt, the 3rd District. 


Johnson said the party had 


"some very interested, very 
qualified" persons looking at 
the congressional races in the 
other three districts, but that 
none had made a decision. 


No Republican has filed for 


the Senate .position held by 
John L. McClellan, the five- 
term veteran who has three 
Democratic opponents to his re- 
election. But Dr. Wayne Bab- 
bitt is expected to enter the 
race on the Republican ticket. 
He has resigned as area direc- 
tor of the Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development, 
saying that he has political 
plans. 


Former Welfare Commission- 


er Len E. Blaylock is the lone 
GOP candidate for governor, 
although Johnson said others 
were interested. 


"Whether or not they choose 


to go in 1972 is something I 
don't particularly know at the 
present time," he said. 


Johnson said the Republicans 


probaly would have candidates 
for three or four of the other 
state constitutional officers, but 
he would not identify them. 


"We feel real optimistic 


about our statewide races, par- 
ticularly about the governor's 
race," Johnson said. 


"We know it's going to be a 


very tough campaign, but we 
think 
there 
is vulnerability 


there and that we've got a can- 
didate (Blaylock) who can do 
an outstanding job of getting 
the people concerned and in- 
volved in government. If the 
people will stop and listen, this 
candidate can get elected." 


Gov. Dal Bumpers, seeking a 


second 
two-year term, 
and 


state Rep. George W. Davis of 
Horatio are the only declared 
Democratic candidates for gov- 
ernor, although several other 
persons have been reported to 
be considering the race. 


Through Tuesday, 10 Republi- 


cans had filed for the Arkansas 
House and two for the Senate, 
but Johnson expects an even- 
tual GOP slate of about 10 sen- 
atorial hopefuls and about 20 
House candidates.

NEW YORK (AP) — Medical 


science has made it possible for 
most people to be born and to 
die without needless pain. Now 
science and medicine are try- 
ing to find ways so we can live 
without it. That was the mes- 
sage of NBC's excellent docu- 
mentary Tuesday night, "Pain: 
Where Does It Hurt?" 


The program, probing an 


area previously untouched by 
television, showed the operation 
of the unique "pain clinic" of 
'the University of Washington in 
"Seattle. It recorded cohversa- 
•tions with physicians, 
psy- 


chiatrists, psychologists, thera- 
pists and patients. The result 
was an engrossing exposition of 
techniques being used to help 
chronic sufferers. 


Pain, it was explained, may 


be organic or psychological, but 
one doctor said, "Psychological 
pain can hurt as much as can- 
cer or broken bones." Another 
noted that "it is impossible to 
judge how much other people 
hurt"— but the researchers are 
trying to find out. 


Efforts to relieve pain take 


many forms including acu- 
puncture, hypnosis, exercise, 
psychiatric treatment, surgery 
and, of course, 
medication. 


Many of these were explored on 
the program. 


It was beautifully organized, 


clear and— above all— helpful. 
It is a program that would bear 
repeating. 


Earlier NBC presented 
a 


well-intentioned sugar-coated 
editorial on ecology and con- 
servation. Called "Arthur God- 
frey's Portable Electric Medi- 
cine Show," an assortment of 
talented performers— Ken Ber- 
ry, Jack Cassidy, Carol Law- 
rence and Arte Johnson among 
them— were given unimpressive 
material through which to con- 
vey the message. 


For example, Ken Berry ap- 


peared as a singing trash pile 
in a musical number urging the 
public to avoid littering and to 
stand strong for recycling pa- 
per and metals. Other subjects 
treated in song and story were 
the exploitation of the Indian 
and protection of wildlife. 


The result was a sort of ham- 


handed "Sesame Street" for 
adults. Almost everybody is in 
favor of a cleaner environment 
and against exploitation, but 
lectures and entertainment mix 
about as well as oil and wa- 
ter—unless very artfully blend- 
ed.

tors seem to play a much more 
important role if women rela- 
tives had breast cancers in 
both breasts before menopause 
rather than in only one breast, 
he said. 


Over-all, women are general- 


ly considered to have a 5 to 7 
per cent chance of developing 
breast cancer during their life- 
time, he said. 


But, for some women, he 


said, the chances could reach a ; 
45 per cent chance if they are 
related to women developing 
cancer in both breasts before 
menopause.

Later found guilty, the de- 


fendant appealed on the ground 
that he had not had a public 
trial. However, his appeal was 
denied. The court said clearing 
the courtroom was justified if 
that was the only way to get the 
girl's story. 


Courts generally agree that a 


judge may exclude spectators if 
the modesty of a witness makes 
that necessary. But suppose the 
purpose is not to protect the 
witness but to protect the pub- 
lic. May a judge exclude specta- 
tors because he thinks the testi- 
mony might corrupt their 
morals? 


Unless local law authorizes it, 


judges ordinarily do not have 
that power — no matter how lurid 
the testimony may be. Thus: 


In a rape case, the judge ex- 


cluded spectators on the theory 
that their "only motive was to 
satisfy their morbid tastes." But 
an appellate court ruled that the 
judge had exceeded his authority. 
The court said the defendant's 
right to a public trial is too 
fundamental to be cast aside so 
easily. 


"A judgment of conviction, 


where the defendant has been 
refused a public trial, cannot 
stand," said the court, "even 
against the meanest criminal in 
the land." 


What if the defendant himself 


wants to keep out spectators, for 
reasons of his own? In a pander- 
ing case, the defendant took that 
position, demanding that the en- 
tire proceedings be conducted in 
secret. 


But the court ruled that he had 


no right to that much privacy. 


"A crime is a public wrong," 


said the court "The community 
is deeply interested in the ad- 
ministration of justice, and the 
presence of its members at a 
trial is as basic as (the presence) 
of a defendant. The people have 
the right to know what is being 
done in their courts."

Antiwar Stance Abandoned

HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) — 


The prosecution says the Rev. 
Philip Berrigan abandoned his 
nonviolent antiwar stance as 
"the priest of peace" to plot 
the kidnaping of White House 
aide Henry A. Kissinger. Deny- 
ing it, the Harrisburg seven de- 
fense insists there's nothing but 
"loud thunder" and "fantasy" 
to the federal conspiracy case. 


"The exchange of two letters 


was where it was born, and 
there it died," defense lawyer 
Paul O'Dwyer said Tuesday,

Elizabeth McAlister that pro- 
posed the Kissinger scheme as 
a major new way to protest the 
Vietnam war. 
vjjftjjic the lawyers continue to 
trade final summations today 
inside the courtroom, support- 
ers of the defendants planned a 
symbolic Holy Week blockade 
of the entrances outside the 
federal building. 


O'Dwyer said of the kidnap 


plot, "There is not a single 
scintilla of evidence that it ever 
was promoted further. It fell of 
its own weight...pure fanta- 
sy—ridiculous." 


But William Connelly, the as- 


sistant prosecutor, laid a differ- 
ent interpretation on the 1970 
plan—purportedly 
abandoned 


after 
its disclosure 
by the 


FBI—claiming the defendants 
"wanted to do it before others 
did it." 


"Philip Berrigan is the priest 


of peace whose most famous 
letter is his kidnap letter," Con- 
nelly said. "But it is a dis- 
paragment of peace, of his own 
distinction between violence 
and nonviolence... 


"There is no such thing as a 


nonviolent kidnaping. It's a 
contradiction in terms." 


The case likely will go to the 


jury of nine women and three 
men on Thursday after instruc- 
tions from U.S. District Court 
Judge R. Dixon Herman. 


The 48-year-old Berrigan, Sis- 


ter Elizabeth and their five co- 
defendants, all antiwar mili-

took to the streets Tuesday 
night after a giant rally pro- 
testing the adjournment of the 
provincial parliament and its 
suspension for a year. The 
moves were ordered by Britain 
as part of a plan aimed at end- 
ing 32 months of violence in Ul- 
ster. The British House of Com- 
nlons voted 483 to U Tuesday 
night to support direct

from Ix>ndon. The measure be- 
comes law tonight. 


Crowds of Protestant youths 


attacked a store on Belfast's 
Oldpark Road, a street where 


Roman Catholics are a 3-1 mi- 
nority.

available technology" to treat 
wastes discharged into water- 
ways, was defeated 248 to 140. 


The amendment would have 


brought the bill in line with the

passed in the Senate. Its defeat 
leaves the House bill with 1981 
as a goal and not as a deadline. 
Even that would be subject to a 
federal study and a further 
vote by Congress. 


The Senate version would not 


require a second congressional 
vote. 


Rep. Sidney Zion, R-lnd., ar 


gued that such an inflexible 
deadline could cost nearly $2 
trillion and thousands of jobs. 


Another major amendment 


defeated Tuesday would have 
continued authority for the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
to issue waste-discharge per- 
mits to industries. It was voted 
down 251 to 114. 


Both House and Senate ver- 


sions transfer this authority to 
the states, although the Senate 
bill would allow EPA veto pow- 
er over individual approvals. 


Both defeated 
amendments 


were sponsored by Reps. Henry 
S. Reuss, D-Wis., and John 
Dingell, D-Mich. 


The main points of the Senate 


bill would have industries using 
the best pollution-control de- 
vices on discharge systems by 
1981, with a total halt to dis- 
charges by 1985. 


The House measure 
would 


authorize the $24.6 billion to be 
spent on construction grants, 
research, and loans to small 
business which cannot afford 
the cost of cleanup to meet the 
federal standards.

Dear Reader — The noises

'Love Story' Author Plays 
Astrologer in New Film

Philippe Labro is the man 
who ordered Erich Segal 
shot. 


But unlike the cynics who 


sniped at Segal's book, "Love 
Story," Labro saw his orders 
carried out — in the movie he 
directed, "Without Apparent 
Motive." It's a thriller based on 
an Ed McBain story in which 
Segal plays his first movie role 
— a Swiss astrologer who gets 
wiped out with a single bullet. 


"I knew Segal from way 


back," said Labro, 35, a hand- 
some French newspaper colum- 
nist, on a recent visit to New 
York.'He loved the idea. He just 
jumped at the chance. My prob- 
lem was to play him down. He 
kept trying to upstage the 
star." 


The star is Jean-Louis Trin- 


tignant, whom director Labro 
sees as the new American 
Humphrey Bogart. Labro also 
plays a role in his own film — 
about 30 seconds' worth, as a 
journalist taking dictation. 


Shades of Alfred Hitchcock? 


Not really. Labro, who calls 
himself "the only French 
Americanophile living in 
Paris," claims the decidedly 


more Yankee influences of Or- 
son Welles, John Ford, Howard 
Hawkes. He also prefers the 
American style of reviewing — 
no personal contact with the 
artist until after the review — 
and the American way of life. 


"I just think America has 


more energy and vigor and im- 
agination and life than any 
country I've traveled in," said 
the man who has covered the 
Algerian war, President John 
F. Kennedy's assassination and 
the Tokyo Olympics. 


"Maybe I'm a pace addict. 


Maybe I like tension. I just 
think New York is alive and 
Paris is dead." 


Labro proudly wears a blue- 


stone ring from Washington and 
Lee University, which he at- 
tended for two years. His love 
of things American even car- 
ried over to the movie set at 
Nice, last year, where he or- 
dered the rolling of the cameras 
with an English "Action!" rath- 
er than the French "Partez!" 


Shooting the film meant giv- 


ing up more than seven of his 
weekly columns. But it was a 
sacrifice he gladly made, and 
would be glad to make in the 
future — permanently. 


"Directing is not as lonely a 


trade as journalism," he said. 
"A journalist goes alone on an 
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event, by himself covering the 
story, writing it, dictating it 
He never sees his readers. 


"But when you do a film, you 


work with writers, with a crew 
It's still an individual effort, 
but there's a team with you. 
And it's better than any psy- 
chiatrist's couch," he added 
with a laugh. "You discover 
things in yourself that you 
didn't know you had."

Tax Break in Child Care 
By CARLTON SMITH 


Don't miss one of the big- 


gest tax b r e a k s to come 
along in years, if the family- 
has deductible expenses this 
year for babysitters, house- 
hold help or other costs of 
child care. 


No longer limited to work- 


ing mothers at near-poverty 
levels, the full deduction—it 
can be as much as $4,800— 
now c o m e s to the aid of 
working couples with up to 
$18,000 of i n c o m e . Above 
that it's reduced, but some 
part of it is available until 
income reaches $27,600. 


Many families apparently 


don't yet r e a l i z e that the 
benefit has been greatly en- 
larged, not only as to income 
limits, but in several other 
respects: 


• It now covers children 


up to age 15. The age limit 


previously was 13. 


• It also covers care 


disabled a d u l t de endents. 
including a husband or wife. 


of

Until now, tax rulings held 
that a husband or wife could 
not be treated as a depen- 
dent. 


• The cost of household 


services is now included, as 
part of the care of a child 
or disabled dependent. 


Under the old rules, a dis- 


tinction had to be made be- 
tween time spent strictly in 
care of the person and time 
spent on housework. For ex- 
ample, if a h o u s e k e e p e r 
spent one-third of her time 
babysitting and two-thirds 
on housework, only a third 
of her wages was deductible. 
That's no longer the case. 


E x p e n s e s up to $400 a 


m o n t h are deductible for 
child care, e i t h e r in the 


home or out. The cost of 
nurseries, day care facilities 
or private boarding schools 
is c o v e r e d , to the extent 
that care is a necessity for 
a mother working full time. 
The deduction is limited to 
$200 a month for one child. 
$300 for two and 
$400 a 


month for three or more. 


This makes p o s s i b l e a 


maximum deduction of $4,800 
a year, in contrast to the 
$900 formerly allowed—and 
then only to families with an 
i n c o m e of not more than 
$6,000 a year. 


You won't find all this ex- 


plained, yet, in official tax 
instructions. It's part of a 
tax law revision that's too 
recent. While it applies to 
expenses incurred d u r i n g 
1972, 
from the first of the 


year, the deductions can't be 
taken on returns filed this 
April, which cover the 1971 


calendar year. Eligible fam- 
ilies should be keeping rec- 
ords of e x p e n s e s now, 
though, to compute the de- 
duction on returns filed next 
year. 


In commenting on the new 


provisions, the accounting 
firm of Lybrand, Ross Bros. 
& Montgomery points out 
that working couples claim- 
ing the deduction must each 
be employed "full time, in- 
terpreted to mean at least 
three-quarters of a normal, 
40-hour week. They must file 
joint returns, and deductions 
must be itemized; the blan- 
ket standard deduction can t 
be used. 


Lybrand cautions that the 


IRS won't allow the deduc- 
tion on payments made to 
the taxpayer's relatives or 
dependents. You can't pay 
grandmother to babysit, for 
example, and get any tax 
break. 


Where family i n c o m e is 


above $18,000, for each dol-

lar over that figure the de- 
duction is r e d u c e d by 50 
cents. Thus it's reduced to 
zero when f a m i l y income 
reaches $27,600. 


Formerly the deduction al- 


lowed for one child was $600 
a year, and even that was 
lost altogether when family 
income exceeded $6,600. It 
wasn't economically feasible 
for many mothers to seek 
employment. 


The new tax break makes 


up to $2,400 a year deductible 
for the o n e - c h i l d family 
e a r n i n g not m o r e than 
$18,000. O b v i o u s l y , many 
previously unliberated wom- 
en, who were more valuable 
at home as babysitters, are 
now freed to join the ranks 
of the workers.
